er a night spent practically wlthotil 
steep. 
They seemed glad to escape 


the routine of camp life under canvas. 
which has lasted here for more than 
a year since the second division wax 
mobilized at Galveston and Texas City.

Infantry, 
comprising 


about 3,500 men, and forming the bull: 
of the brigade, are largely veterans, 
all having seen service In the Philip- 
pines. They worked all night packing 
and cleaning camp, and by daylight the 
troops not only were ready to move, 
but the 100 acres they had occupied 
were almost literally broom swept, so 
careful was the cleanup. . 


Move Quietly Effected. 


The Vhole movement passed quietly. 


Wives of men or officers here and there 
watched their husbands. When day- 
light came with a cold rain many wom- 
en stood bareheaded on the sea wall 
overlooking the camp, seemingly un- 
mindful of the weather, as they watch- 
ed passing companies for a look at 
their own 'men folk. 


One lone military prisoner was com- 


pelled to remain In a low railed en- 
closure at the end of the camp, where 
all the troops passed in their march 
to the front in foil view. He walked 
around his enclosure, all the time 
watching the troops.

FORESTRY WORK IN 


CLEARFIELD COUNTY 


In his report to the Pennsylvania 


Forestry association as to forest con- 
ditions in the Karthaus district. N. R 
McNaughton, representing the state 
forestry 
department 
In 
Clearfleid 


county, says: 


In the spring of 1913, 346,100 seed 


lings were planted at acost of J2.26 
per thousand, for labor. There were 
327,100 2-1 white pine transplants, 8,- 
000 2-1 Norway spruce transplants, 
n 00 2-year Norway spruce seedlings; 
and 1,000 3-year silver p^ne seedlings. 
There was no preparation of the soil 
previous to planting, and the seed- 
lings had to contend with exceptional 
ly heavy growth 
of 
bracken and 


sweet fern. In spite of this, 86 per 
rent, of white pine are living, SO 
per cent of spruce, and SO per cent, 
of larch. The silver pine was a total 
failure and the larch was a part fai- 
lure because the work was interrupt- 
ed by forest fires and the seedlings 
could not be planted while in good* 
condition. The maximum growth of 
white pine is 5.8 inches, of larch 6.6 
inches, and of spruce 4.2 inches. The 
seedlings were planted at the rate' of 
about 970 per man per day. 


There were six fires during' the 


year, which burned over 3060 acres of 
state land and 4,745 acres of private 
land.At, least 6000 acres ot this area 
could have been saved 
from fire if 


funds had been available for an effi- 
cient patrol. 


A fire break has been constructed 


around the plantations of 1913, part 
of which has been ptowed.During the 
year 1914 experiments wlH be tried 
with buckwheat, clover and rock satt 
for the purpose of seeing whether or 
•not these fire breaks can he kept In 
perfect!/' safe conditions .throughout 
the fire season.

Slid Thai Quick Action Will 


Save Much Trouble. 


Washington, April 25.-"Mexico City 
next", is. the slogan of the-army and 
navy. 
., .. 


' Heads of both branches of the serv­ 
ice realize that there is now, no chance 
of peace. They are expecting momen­ 
tarily a formal declaration of war from 
Huerta. < They are ready for such ac­ 
tion. 
-Suggestions having the approval of 
the president and Secretary Bryan that 
the United States remain quiet in Vera 
Cruz for a time are disapproved by 
men who know the actual situation. 
' 
,,' It is certain that the president and 
his premier will be soon convinced that 
energetic action alone will prevent a 
long drawn out war. The general staff 
of the army and navy has told the 
president through Secretaries Daniels 
and Garrison that if the Mexican cap­ 
ital is seized and thp railroad between 
Vera Graz and the capital guarded 
this country can dictate its terms and 
assure restoration of tranquillity. 


But if action is not immediate, the 
president has been told, Huerta will 
be able to gather to his support Za­ 
pata and bis brigands and a large per­ 
centage of Carranza's and Villa's men, 
who will desert these chiefs if they do 
not agree to fight the United States. 
Then the task of taking the capital 
will be a very serious one. 


This question was being thoroughly 
thrashed out by the president in con­ 
ferences with bis cabinet officials. 
If 
Huerta formally declares war the ac­ 
tion of the United States will be ma­ 
terially simplified. 
There will be no 
further hesitancy, and all available 
troops will be hurried to Vera Cmz 
and to the selected concentration camps 
on the border.

About 4,000 Infantry and Artilleryman 
'Left en Tranaperta —Cavalry May 
Net Get Away at One*—Steamer* 
bartered—Force Makes All Haat^ 
'For Vera Cruz. 


Galveston, Tex., April 23.—The re-en 
forced Fifth brigade, the army's first 
expeditionary force for Mexico, has 
wiled for Vera Cms. 


The soldiers marched from camp aft 
er a night spent practically without 
sleep. 
They seemed glad to escuix 
the routine of camp life under canvas, 
which has lasted here for more than 
a year since the second division was 
mobilized at Galveston and Texas City. 
These 
camp 
Crockett 
regiments. 
Fourth, 
Seventh, 
- Nineteenth and 
Twenty-eighth 
infantry, 
comprising 
about 3,500 men, and forming the bulk 
of the brigade, are largely veterans, 
all having seen service in the Philip­ 
pines. They worked all night packing 
and cleaning camp, and by daylight the 
troops not only were ready to move, 
but, the 100 acres they had occupied 
were almost literally broom swept so 
careful wag the cleanup.. 


Move Quietly Effected. 


The whole movement passed quietly. 
Wives of men or officers here and there 
watched their husbands. 
When day­ 
light came with a cold rain many wom­ 
en stood bareheaded on the sea wall 
overlooking the camp, seemingly un­ 
mindful of the weather, as they watch­ 
ed passing companies for a look at 
their own men folk. 


One lone military prisoner was com­ 
pelled to remain in a low railed en­ 
closure at the end-of the camp, where 
all the troops passed in their march 
to -the front in full view. He walked" 
around his enclosure, all the time 
watching the troops. 


The four infantry regiments which 
left joined the mobilization camp from 
. the following posts:- Twenty-eighth in 
: fantry, -Fort Snelling, Minn.; Fourth 
infantry, front Fort Creek. Neb.; Sev­ 
enth 
infantry, 
from 
Leavenworth. 
Kan.; Nineteenth infantry, from Forts 
Meade, in South Dakota; Sill, in Okla­ 
homa, and Leavenworth. Company E. 
engineers, which also boarded the 
transports; came from Leavenworth. 
The Sixth cavalry, which -also is' order­ 
ed to sail with all possible dispatch, 
came from Fort. Des Moines, Iowa. 
Just when the cavalry would get away 
.was not settled.

Four Transports In Uae. 


In addition to the four transports. 
Meade, Sumner, Kllpatrick and Mc- 
Clellan, which were taking on troops 
this-morning, the quartermaster's de­ 
partment was endeavoring to secure 
one or two commercial steamships, 
which were intended principally to 
transport cavalry end artillery. 


Brigadier General Frederick Funs- 
ton, who will command the brigade 
now embarking, vus wuithig at his 
headquarters when the sailing order* 
came. He had the orders telephoned 
Iwck to Galveston, where the whistles 
of the four transports blew a pre-ar­ 
ranged signal summoning their crews. 
An hour after the order reached Gal­ 
veston every officer and man in the 
city knew it and was either at cauip 
or on the way.

FORESTRY WORK IN 


CLEARFIELD COUNTY 


346,100 
lings Planted Hi Past Year 


In his report to the Pennsylvania 
Forestry association as to forest con­ 
ditions in the Karthaus district, N. R 
McNaugliton, representing the state 
forestry 
department 
in Clearfield 
county, says: 


In the spring of 1913, 346,100 seed 
linge were planted at acost of 12.26 
per thousand, for labor. There were 
327,100 2-1 white pine transplants, 8,- 
000 2-1 Norway spruce transplants, 
ft 00 2-year Norway spruce seedlings; 
and 1,000 3-year silver pine seedlings. 
There was no preparation of the soil 
previous to planting, and the seed­ 
lings had to contend with exceptional 
ly heavy growth 
of bracken and 
sweet fern. In spite of this, 85 per 
cent, of white pine are living, 80 
per cent of spruce, and SO per cent, 
of larch. The silver pine was a total 
failure and the larch was a part fai­ 
lure because the work was interrupt­ 
ed by forest fires and the seedlings 
could not be planted while in good' 
condition. The maximum growth of 
white pine is 5.8 inches, of larch 5.6 
inches, and of spruce 4.2 inches. The 
seedlings were planted at the rate' of 
about 970 per man per day. 


There were " six fires 
during" the 
year,which burned over 3050 acres of 
state land and 4,745 acres of private 
land.At. least 5000 acres of this area 
could have been saved 
from fire if 
funds bad been available for an effi­ 
cient patrol. 


A fire break has been constructed 
around the plantations of 1913, part 
of which has been pIowed.During the 
year 1914 experiments will be tried 
with buckwheat, clover and rock salt 
for the purpose of seeing whether or 
not these fire breaks can he kept in 
perfectly"' safe conditions .throughout 
the fire season.

Vera Cruz. 


GalvMton, Tex., April 25.— The re-eu 


forded Fifth brigade, the army's em 
expeditionary force for Mexico, ha: 
sailed for Vera Cruz. 


The soldiers marched from camp aft 


er a night spent practically wlthotil 
steep. 
They seemed glad to escape 


the routine of camp life under canvas. 
which has lasted here for more than 
a year since the second division wax 
mobilized at Galveston and Texas City. 
These 
camp 
Crockett 
regiments. 


Fourth, 
Seventh, -Nineteenth 
and 


Twenty-eighth 
Infantry, 
comprising 


about 3,500 men, and forming the bull: 
of the brigade, are largely veterans, 
all having seen service In the Philip- 
pines. They worked all night packing 
and cleaning camp, and by daylight the 
troops not only were ready to move, 
but the 100 acres they had occupied 
were almost literally broom swept, so 
careful was the cleanup. . 


Move Quietly Effected. 


The Vhole movement passed quietly. 


Wives of men or officers here and there 
watched their husbands. When day- 
light came with a cold rain many wom- 
en stood bareheaded on the sea wall 
overlooking the camp, seemingly un- 
mindful of the weather, as they watch- 
ed passing companies for a look at 
their own 'men folk. 


One lone military prisoner was com- 


pelled to remain In a low railed en- 
closure at the end of the camp, where 
all the troops passed in their march 
to the front in foil view. He walked 
around his enclosure, all the time 
watching the troops. 


The four Infantry , regiments wblcb 


left joined the mobilization camp from 
the following posts:- Twenty-eighth in- 
fantry, -Fort Snelling, Minn.; Fourth 
infantry, from Port Creek, Neb.; Sev-

FORESTRY WORK IN 


CLEARFIELD COUNTY 


In his report to the Pennsylvania 


Forestry association as to forest con- 
ditions in the Karthaus district. N. R 
McNaughton, representing the state 
forestry 
department 
In 
Clearfleid 


county, says: 


In the spring of 1913, 346,100 seed 


lings were planted at acost of J2.26 
per thousand, for labor. There were 
327,100 2-1 white pine transplants, 8,- 
000 2-1 Norway spruce transplants, 
n 00 2-year Norway spruce seedlings; 
and 1,000 3-year silver p^ne seedlings. 
There was no preparation of the soil 
previous to planting, and the seed- 
lings had to contend with exceptional 
ly heavy growth 
of 
bracken and 


sweet fern. In spite of this, 86 per 
rent, of white pine are living, SO 
per cent of spruce, and SO per cent, 
of larch. The silver pine was a total 
failure and the larch was a part fai- 
lure because the work was interrupt- 
ed by forest fires and the seedlings 
could not be planted while in good* 
condition. The maximum growth of 
white pine is 5.8 inches, of larch 6.6 
inches, and of spruce 4.2 inches. The 
seedlings were planted at the rate' of 
about 970 per man per day. 


There were six fires during' the 


year, which burned over 3060 acres of 
state land and 4,745 acres of private 
land.At, least 6000 acres ot this area 
could have been saved 
from fire if 


funds had been available for an effi- 
cient patrol. 


A fire break has been constructed 


around the plantations of 1913, part 
of which has been ptowed.During the 
year 1914 experiments wlH be tried 
with buckwheat, clover and rock satt 
for the purpose of seeing whether or 
•not these fire breaks can he kept In 
perfect!/' safe conditions .throughout 
the fire season.
